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The following is a report on the status of communications services in geographic areas impacted by
Post-Tropical Cyclone Harvey as of September 2, 2017 at 11:00 a.m. EDT. This report incorporates
network outage data submitted by communications providers to the Federal Communications
Commission’s Disaster Information Reporting System (DIRS). DIRS currently covers areas of Texas and
Louisiana. Note that the operational status of communications services during a disaster may evolve
rapidly, and this report represents a snapshot in time.

On August 31, FEMA asked the FCC to extend the DIRS disaster area to 9 additional counties in Texas,
and this report is the second to include these 9 new counties.

The following 64 counties are in the current geographic area that is part of DIRS (the “disaster area”).

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911 Services

The Public Safety and Homeland Security Bureau (PSHSB) learns the status of each Public Safety
Answering Point (PSAP) through the filings of 911 Service Providers in the Disaster Information
Reporting System (DIRS), through reporting done to the FCC’s Public Safety Support Center (PSSC),
coordination with state 911 Administrators and, if necessary, individual PSAPs.

There are a total of 6 (down from 7 yesterday) PSAPs affected (all from Texas). There are no PSAPs
which are down without a re-route.

e PSAP re-routed without ALI: Refugio County SO, TX; and Vidor PD, TX.
e PSAP re-routed with ALI: Harris County Neutral SO, TX; Houston EC Training, TX; Port Aransas
PD, TX; and West Columbia PD, TX.
Aransas County SO, TX is functioning normally and has been taken off the list from yesterday.

There are 2% of the
cell sites out of service in the affected area, down from 2.4% yesterday. There are no counties with
greater than 35% of cell sites out of service.
